CANADA WHEAT BEING 
SOLD IN ORDERLY WAY 


Ottawa, Dec. 23.—Canada’s wheat 
is being marketed in an_ orderly 
manner. It is not being forced onto 
the market. This was emphasized 
by Hon. H. H. Stevens, minister of 
trade and commerce, when recent re- 
ports were referred to him from Chi- 
cago suggesting that the competition 
between Argentina and Canada was 
a factor in the existing low prices in 
Liverpool. 


Returning today from a trip which 
took him to the Pacific coast, Mr. 
Stevens said he had noticed a mark- 
ed change in the attitude of the pub- 
lic in the west from a couple of years 
ago. There was tod..y a readiness to 
face the situation that presented it- 
self. 

Where formerly there was a ten- 
dency to complain, now the people 
were bent on devising ways to over- 
come their dfficulties. 


“Of course we are selling wheat 
selling all the wheat we can,” said 
the minister, “but we are fighting 
to get the last cent for it. 

“There is no dumping of Cana- 
dian wheat and never has been. 

“The cause of the low prices is 
that there is too much wheat in the 
world. Canada is the world’s greatest 
exporter and legitimately so.” He ex- 
plained United States could use most 
of her wheat for domestic purpose.

When Exchange Juggled

maticians scratched their heads to 
day, when L. H .Hall, 24, McMas- 
ter avenue, dropped this little pro- 
blem on the desk, says the Toronto 
Star:

HICCOUGH 
(By Dr. William J. Scholes) 

At some time or other almost ev- 
eryone has suffered from the annoy- 
ing symptom known as_hiccough. 
Some people, probably on account of 
faulty habits, are frequent sufferers. 
While the great majority of attacks 
of hiccough are correctly regarded as 
nothing serious, we occasionally: read 
in the newspapers of a prolonged at- 
tack of hiccough having been the 
cause of death. The fact that death 


from this cause is in itself regarded 


as news would appear to indicate 
that it is comparatively rare. 

The immediate cause of hiccough- 
ing is a sudden contraction of the 
diaphragm, the muscular and tendin- 
ous partition between the abdominal 
and chest caviies. Quite often the 
attacks are brought on by some dis- 
order of the stomach or intestine

hiccough. stop “spontaneously with- 
in a short period of time. That is, 
perhaps, the reason why there are 
so many “cures.” ‘Whatever hiap- 
pens to have been done about the 
time that the attack ceases receives 
credit for the cure. Drinking water, 
holding the breath, pulling on the 
tongue, sneezing, and promoting 
vomiting by means of an_ emetic 
are among the numerous’ cures. 
Some of these probably have r. erit. 


While most cases of hiccough are 
not serious, attacks that persist for 
hours or days may be a sign of seri- 
ous trouble in addition to being seri- 
ous in themselves. They should be 
treated by a physician. For hiccough 
may be caused by inflammation, of 
some organ in the abdomen giving 
rise to peritonitis. It may even be a, 
symptom of disease affecting the 
brain, as well as of such diseases as 
diabetes and chronic Bright’s disease.

. ( 3) The Company will carry these accounts on its 


books after October 1, 1933, at arate of four 
, per cent. interest. 


(4) The Company will adjust principal and interest 
payments in direct ratio to the price of wheat 
prevailing on October 1 of each of the five years when 
installments will be due. 


(5) In 1929 and 1930 a large volume of petroleum 
products was supplied on credit because many 
farmers were then unable to pay cash for the fuels and 
oils needed to seed and harvest their crops. In this 
extremity the Company departed from its established

whereby the farmers’ annual payments will be in the 
same ratio to the amount due as is the price of wheat, 
at the time payment is due, to the price of 70 cents. 
The price upon which adjustment will be made will 
be the price of No. 1 Northern Wheat at Fort 
William at the close of the Winnipeg Grain Exchange 
on October 1 of the year in which payment is.due. 
If the price should be below 70 cents, the installment 
due from the farmer will be reduced proportionately. 
On the other hand, should the price be in excess of 
70 cents the installment due will mot be thereby 
increased and the farmer will enjoy entirely the added 
benefit of a higher price. 


APPLIES FOR FIVE YEARS 

(6) The same method will apply during the five 

years over which payments are being extended. 
For example: if wheat is 70 cents a bushel or more 
on October 1, 1933, a farmer owing an installment 
of $63 would pay his installment in full. If, however, 
wheat is 60 centsa bushel on that date his installment 
would be $54, a saving of $9. If wheat is 50 cents a 
bushel on ‘that date his installment would be $45; a 
saving of $18. Should the price of wheat be below 50 
cents a bushel a reduction in the same ratio will be 
made. This plan includes an arrangement to continue 
the business relationship between this Company and 
its Western farmer customers.

KILLS GIRL AND 
COMMITS SUICIDE 


W.C. T. U. 


In an address given by Rev. A. R. 
Schrag in a meeting held under the 
auspices of the local Prohibition 
League at the Swedish Lutheran 
church last Friday evening the speak- 
er gave a very clear and convincing 
answer to the question “Why am Ia 
Dry?” Admitting that there were a 
variety of opinions as to what consti- 
tuted a Dry, he held to one. 

He was a Dry personally. He never 
took alcohol in any form, not even in 
dandelion wine, an uncompromising 
teetotaler. 

He was a dry socially. He did not 
think {t necessary in-order to e po- 
lite to take wine or beer at a social 
function. We should always stand a 
strong force against the sorcial evils 
of intemperance, which had become 
so harmful, especially among our 
youth. 

He was a Dry politically, always 
voting for the dry measure and doing 
it openly and above board. Some men 
who were not personally dry, voted 
for prohibition, whicity ‘was good 80 
far as it went. i 

He was a Dry medically. He did 
not use alcohol if prescribed, or pat- 
ent medicines when preserved in al- 
cohol. He believed--on his own reas- 
oning and that of some of the best 
medical authority, that alcohol in any 
form is not fit for internal: use. While 
prohibition is not always popular it 
is right—and these meetings are’ in- 
tended to stimulate to larger effort. 

Rev. O. Asper, President of the 
League, emphasized the thought of 

ur “Brother’s Keeper.” He believed 
Prohibition and an all round dry at- 
titude better than any other, met the 
conditions. Even though  Prohibi- 
tion be unpopular and the cause not 
always successful, it is ours to work 
for its advancement always. ‘Keep 
on pegging away” was the watchword 
of his remarks. 

These meetings of the local League 
are inspirational, and temperance 
friends will be well advised to watch 
out for the next date.
